They will be 
used principally among the mer- 
chant seamen who can affix them 
to the letters they post at sea for 
ultimate delivery in ports of the 
free world. Furthe>. under certain 
circumstances—-for instance’ in 
writing to seamen in the Merchant 
Navy—the personnei of military 
camps in the United Kingdom, 
and Canada may use them. 

This tangible symbol of a Free 
Norway will be welcomed by all 
the thousands of Free Norwegians 
outside Norway.

The original work 
included along with the regularly 
issued stamps, all of the Private 
issues which were much greater 
in number of varieties than the 
regular issues. By omitting these 
issues which are of interest to a 
far lesser number of collectors, 
it is possible t>» make a ree 
print of the original work at a 
price that should be within the 
reach of every interested collector 
of these stamps. Preparation of 
copy for this reprinting has been 
done by Mr. R. W. Sargent. The 
stamps treated are the revenues 
of the issues of 1862 to 1899 in- 
clusive, thus including those first 
issues of the Spanish American 
War. The book thus covers all of 
the 19th century issues of rev- 
enues, excepting of course the 
private issues. 

This book has always been re- 
cognized as one of the best on 
revenue stamps. While it does 
not treat the stamps from the 
point of the microscopic study, 
thus running into the minor var- 
ieties that make stamps interest- 
ing, it does treat them from the 
standpoint of official Government

The search for philatelic oddi- 
ties is not nearly so difficult as 
would appear at first glance. 
Many collectors have items o* an 
unusual nature in their collections 
and don’t even know it. In fact, 
knowledge in stamp. collecting 
pays worthwhile dividends. 

In July 1861 the current 3c 
stamp #44 was demonetized, that 
is it was made tx:valid for payment 
of postage. This seems like a sim- 
ple statement of fact and does 
not appear to allow much room 
for argument. However, the stu- 
dent of philately is not ready to 
close the subject, at least not 
without a_ struggle. The first 
thought which pops up is—per- 
haps he can find usage after this 
date. Not a simple matter, but not 
as hopeless as would appear at 
first glance. 

This stamp is very common 
both on and off cover. In my 
search for this oddity or illegal 
usage, I have been able to lo- 
cate five examples, oll off cover, 
but clearly cancelled and dated 
subsequent to demonetization. One 
of these 3c-1857 stamps in my 
collection is nicely tied on piece 
together with the new 3c-1861 and 
dated Sept. 22, 1861, This project 
furnishes a good excuse for look- 
ing ove. your 1857 issue. Perhaps 
you too have one of these resting 
serenly in some old dust covered 
album. They are surely worth 
many times the regular price of 
this common stamp Besides, you 
will get a kick out of finding one. 
Even if you don’t, it will be an 
excellent beginning to stamp col- 
lecting with ‘vision,’ Many a 
dealer must have similar copies 
reposing in his stock books, await- 
ing the arrival of a collector who 
knows a good thing when he sees 
it, 























Private E. S. Amsler, Band #1, 
Camp Roberts, Calif. sends in an 
interesting item. He has used copy 
of the 3c Boulder Dam stamp, 
which, being very thin, was re- 
inforced in the Govern.rent 
Printing Bureau by pasting a piece 
of plain paper on the back of the 
<.eet before it was gummed and 
perforated. This procedure is 
very unusual, moreover the sheet 
is usually marked for destruction 
by the postal inspectors. However, 
they do have a way of getting 
out. This type of oddity when 
found in a larger block, or pre- 
ferably the full sheet, is a very 
interesting and vaiuable piece, 
Private Amsler is a specialist in 
State Revenues, and I am sure 
he will welcome correspondence 
from interested collectors in this 
field. 


First Day V-Mail Letfer 
Reported By Linn’s Reader 


Carl L. McCluney of Fort Worth 
Texas, reports what is believed to 
be a First Day V-Mail letter. Mr. 
McCluney says, “I have seen a 
first V-Mail which was endorsed 
as First Day.” It is dated Novem- 
ber 1, 1942, cancelled November 
15 by Army Postal Service at 

an Francisco. Bears censors 
marking, ‘Passed by #14086” in 
conventional rectangular rubber 
stamp box. The letter was censor- 
ed by Lt. Brundinger. 2nd Lt. 
145 Inf. APO #37. Stamped on 
the original in block letters about 
34the inches high are the words 
“FIRST ROLL V MAIL.”

and it will spur them on to even 
greater efforts in perparing for 
the day when Norway will be 
liberated. And when that day 
comes these will be the stamps 
which will supersede those that 
spell Nazism in Norway today, 
and will help in sweeping away 
the memory of those years of op- 
pression, 

There are some 25,000 seamen 
sailing hundreds of merchant 
ships and tankers for the United 
Nations, carrying vital war car- 
goes. They man a fleet, which at 
the outbreak of war, was the 
fourth largst and most modern in 
the world. Then there are over 60 
naval vessels operated by thous- 
ands more Norwegians; a power- 
ful and growing Air Force, an 
Army which is waiting for action, 
and the women’s military organ- 
izations. 

To thse people the new stamps 
have the same significance as the 
Flag, while the motif of the 
stamps has been drawn, not only 
from the War Effcrt of the Free 
Norwegians, but also from the 
struggle which is being waged on 
the Home Front. The stamps 
themselves have a historical and 
propaganda value, while the love 
of the Monarch who has led the 
struggle against the Germans so 
well, King Haakon VII, is sym- 
bolised by the insertion on all 
the new stamps of the people’s 
royal sign “H-7”—the patriotic 
mark which has swept through 
Norway with renewed force since 
the German invasion. 

The six subjects are: 


10 Ore—the navy; the well- 


known Norwegian destroyer 
“Sleipner”’—some call it the 
“phantom ship”—which after 


playing a valiant part in the bat- 
tle of Norway escaped to Britain, 
Colour: blue-green 


20 Ore—the Home Front; from 
the V-campaign in Norway. 
Across a Norwegian highway are 
painted the words: “Vi Vil Vinne” 
(We Will Win). Colour: red. 


30 Ore—the Merchant Navy; 
Norwegian ship in convoy. Colour: 
ultramarine. 


40 Ore—the Army; Norwegian 
soldiers on winter manoeuvers. 
Colour: green, 


60 Ore—King Haakon VII of 
Norway. Colour: blue, 


The new postal service is or- 
ganized by the Norwegian Minis- 
try of Commerce, and the stamps 
will be on sale :n London as from 
January Ist, 1943. 

The distribution of these new 
Norwegian stamps for stamp col- 
lectors and dealers nas been plac- 
ed in the hands of Messrs Har- 
mer, Rooke & Co., Ltd. from their 
offices in both London, England 
and in New York City at 551 
Fitfh Avenue. Sales are made 
only in lots of 199 or more sets 
at a price of 2 shillings per set or 
10 British pounds per 100 sets 
as quoted in a letter from the 
London office. American collec- 
tors or dealers wanting these 
stamps may obtain them by plac- 
ing their orders with the New 
York Office, on terms as stated 
above.

These topical col- 
lections, he finds, add _ interest 
to regular school studies such 
as history, geography, foreign 
countries and nature subjects. 
And now he has gone to war 
in a big way. 

If we need every kind of 
fighting ship, Kelley has ’em. 
In fact, he has some that our 
navy hasn’t. Has our navy got 
an ancient Egyptian galley like 
Kelley’s No. 3?. It hasn’t. Is it 
still fighting the Battle of Ma- 
nila Bay, like No. 7? It isn’t. 
Has it No. 1, the Santa Maria— 


that important ship in which 
Columbus’ discovered us? It 
hasn't. 


Navy Has Advantages 

Kelley’s navy has them, and 
many others. It has modern 
fighting ships from almost ev- 
ery navy in the world—except 
the Swiss. For wide variety of 
type and time. It can’t be beat. 
And it has other advantages: 
its initial cost didn’t run into 
billions, and its upkeep is prac- 
tically nil. 


Kelley’s air force doesn’t run 
back into B. C., but it goes back 
about as far as an air force can. 
For instance, there’s No. 5, the 
Kitty Hawk in which the Wright 
brothers flew December § 17, 
1903. And there’s No. 4, the 
stratosphere balloon in which 
Auguste Piccard, the Belgian 
physicist, hit the high spots in 
the early “30's”. 


Force Covers World 

The force is world-wide, too. 
As examples, there’s the Egyp- 
tian plane, No. 2, flying over 
the pyramids; the Chinese plane, 
No. 6, over the Great Wall of

Chile. 
Kelley’s collection also has 


fighting ships of Germany, Italy 
and Japan—and therein he has 
an advantage over us and our 
allies. For Kelley can take the 
combined axis philatelic navies, 
with their protecting air forces, 
and sink them all in a bucket 
of water. 
Just like that. 











Robert F. G. Kelley doesn’t explore native settlements, 
he doesn’t translate the Bible into foreign tongues, 
and he isn’t in the habit of building medical centers 
in the jungles, but he’s a missionary just the same. 
His missionary work consists of bringing to others the 
blessings of philately. For many years, as the accom- 
panying article relates, he has been giving talks on 
stamp collecting in Southern California schools. At 
the end of each talk, he distributes stamps to those 
who would like to start collections. His talks have been 
given much newspaper publicity recently, publicity 
which has helped to further increase the ranks of 
philatelists.

Two letters from South Amer- 
ica give ample evidence that delay 
jn mail service is the result of 
either intentional holding up of 
mail by the Office of Censorship 
or because. of congestion at that 
point. 

An Airmail letter mailed in Col- 
ombia on Nov. 16, arrived at Mia- 
mi, Florida on Nov. 20th. This 
letter was held here at Censor of- 
fice and reached New York, Jan, 
4th, arriving in Sidney, Jan. 6th. 

A letter from Chile, by ordinary 
mail was posted there on October 
15th, 1942. This letter came up 
the west coast and reached San 
Pedro, Calif.. on Nov. 27. Here 
it was held by censor until Jan- 
vary and then for some _ reason 
sent to New York where it arrived 
Jan. 7th, 

Both of the above letters con- 
tained remittances of sums _ less 
than $1.00 in mint U. S. Stamps in 
payment for classified advertise- 
ments to be printed in  Linn’s 
Weekly. Is the delay between 
dates of arrival at Censorship of- 
fice and dates of delivery justi- 
fied.
